PARIS, Aug. 27.—Strong German at- 
tacks were made last night on the Aisne 
and Verdun fronts. The War Office 
nounces that the assaults were hroken 
up by the French fire, and that all 
French positions were maintained. More 
than 1,100 prisoners were taken yester- 
day. 

The text of the afternoon 
follows: . 

On the Aisne front the Germans were 
very active last — After unusual- 
ly heavy bombardments special Ger- 
man detachments del! ivered a series of 
attac ke at various points on our lines 
especially east of the Noisy Farm, 
east and west of Cerny. and on both 
sider of the WHMurtebis monument 
i verywhere the vigilance of our troops 
baffled the efforts of the enemy, who 
was unable to obtain the slightest ad- 
vantage 

On the right bank of the Meuse 
(Verdun front) the Germans attempted 
by a violent counterattack to eject us 
from our positions ith of Beaumont. 
Our fire paralyzed their effort We 
maintained all the captured positions, 
which we consolidated The numer
